Robert E. Emylle'i proposal for reorganizing 
the executive branch ol the state government. One 
0/ the kef tcatucea ol Uie governor's proposal is ti 
reduce the number ot elective stale executive of, 
Ilces from eight to three. 
The candidal^ started by sayUig that the strength 
r a democracy "lies In the frequent expression of 
the people by their vole," In this he was entirely 
correct. A democraffc gorernment Js one whlcli- 1» 
rctponslve to the will of the people, and this will Is 
expressed through elections. 
But he ended by concluding that there Is 
Mtloa between the amouDt of democracy and the 
number of elective offkcea. Eliminate some ot the 
elective otflcea, he said, and rou vlll hare less de- 
mocracy. Actually, the reverie Is true. The more 
elective offices there are in a government, the leu 
chknce there u for the popular will to express It- 
lelT. This U so because of the opportunity for 
ohlftlng ot reapooslbllltj among the elected officials. 
The fewer elective ottlces there are, (ite easier It Is 
for the voter to focus responslblllty for what gots 
on In the government and to register approval or 
disapproval by his vote, 
"he executive branch ot the government Is not 
the IcglslBtive branch, where there Is a need 
representation of diverse secttons of the state. 
The executive branch acts lor the stale os a whole, 
but It cannot be held accoiui table U> all the volers 
tor its actions If It la composed of separate parts, 
each capable of undoing the work ot the other. 

' ' I aa example doee at hand, the U, S. con- 
stitution provides for the etecUoa of only two offl- 
ildent and viee'presldent— who are held 
acountable by the volers every tour years for the 
conduct ot the entire federal gQvemment.-ND one 
has ever auigested sertouslr that the president's 
cabinet be elected. To do so would be tA place an 
loMleraiile encumbrance on the Presfdenl,' who must 
to the veten lor his policies. And yet this ti 
preclscts thfi same encumbrance with which Idaho 
govemoM are saddled. 

One would think that a system which has worked 
tolerably well in the United SMtes for more than 
170lyeats ought to be wOrth at least a tf? in Idaho.
